The Socialist Party of Canada, 
whabh embraces the Object and Dec- 
laration of Principles’ waa arganzed 
in dune, 1931 m Winnipeg. It com- 
prsed former members of the ‘‘old”’ or 
first Soemim! Party of Canda and new- 
comers who had apparently learned 
thetrr Sociaham to part from Lhe pages 
of the Socwlist Standard, journal of 
our Companion Party. the Socialist 
Party of Great Briain. 

The ad SPC. was founded 
in !'905. It was curnprised of radical 
and Socialiss element from the Sntish 
isles plus immigrants from kurmpe and 
was fueled pardy bv discontent of 
workers in primary resource ip 
Guatrnies in the west. A strong unionist 
senitment for better wages and work- 
ing comdidionsa and some reforms per- 
meated the Partv despite its attempa 
at concentrating only on So¢twiicm 

Tha birth of the Vancouver Loca! 
took place in a tess direct way. In 
1932. a B.C. based procapitalist re 
form organization cated the Independ- 
ent Labor Party changed :t3 name to 
the Sucialist Party of Canada despite 
the fact that a genuine Socialist Parry 
‘ad been organized in Winnipeg the 
previous year. 

Because of its Socwitst name. the 
Vancouwr branch attracted some ex 
members of the ald SPC to Its oublic 
meetings. They soon discovered that 
this “Soest Party of Canada - 
accepted capitalism without question 
Tire ex-old SPC'ets decided to join the 
Vancouver local of the non Socialis 
Socialist Pasty tu persuade if to either 
abendun :ts new name or to reyect its 
refarm ist approach and adopt (he rev 
olutionary principles upon which the 

Maritobe group and its international 
Companion Parties were based. With 
an intencwe educatan prograsn. this 
tiny nucleus persusded a majonty of 
the Vancouver branch of the spurous 
SPO to secede and become the Van- 
couver loca! of the real Socialist Party 
based in Wicnipeg The achievement 
Was NOL withou! friction. The bogus 
Souisisst Party put up a conte for 
the headquarters hall and furniture. to 
No eval Kt later founded the BC pari

of the Co-operadve Commonwealth 
Federation. which in later years be 
came the New Democratic Party. 

The SPC Vancouver Local ap 
proached perhaps 50 members in 
number. To today's novice, thts may 
not seem to be an impressive number. 
Unless it’s recognized that a general 
understanding of the nature of capit- 
alizm as a divided system with {ts in- 
evitable struggle between the (wo 
classes has not been a wide spread 
phenomenon among the world’s work- 
ers to date This is the reason why 
Sociaiss Partles have been so small, 
and ut also whv the first SPC, which 
almost achieved mass party stadus ‘‘be- 
fore its ome’’, onty bad a minonty of 
members who were Socmiista Some of 
these were gianta in their fleld and able 
speakers and writers. 

Organizers in the capitalist paroes 
of the ‘left’ and the ‘‘right’’ have 
often been amazed at the volume of 
Sociajist actrvity chat had been gener- 
ated by so few SPC members. The im- 
pracucality. the inaanity of feaving 
ownership and control of the means of 
life in the hands of a tiny minority 1s 8 
powerfu: motivating force for workers 
who realize the class division of pres 
ent society. Understanding the cause 
of their problems, Socialist workers 
are usually a bigger influence for their 
ideas than the workers who still have 
the doases’ political ring !n thier noses 


ENTHUSIASTIC ACTIVITY 


The 35 - 60 members of that first 
Vancouver Local were active every 
night of the week. with 9 speakers 
available for their Sunday meetings on 
Socialist principles. A business meeting 
was held on Mondays economes ciaas 
Tueedsys Wesnewiay Was open. 
Thursday meetings consisted of For. 
ums with Insited outside gmeakers. in- 
cluding University of BC. lecturers 
on scrence. Priday was a history class 
and Saturday for socials

This sort of thing. we think you will

* Canada or free edmittance to Canada of a 
| number of well known socialist and labor 
bublications which are honestly critical of 
the present onvier of things, both political 
and econommuc. However, statements which 
are deliberately intonded to sabotage morale 
,M@nanot be tolerated, as you will uader- 
itand 

The fact that any publicauicm is banned 
ata given time does not necessarily mean 
| that 1¢ will remain banned for the duration 
of the war. If after @ period of time its 
vublishergs were 90 disposed. they might 
eek a review of its case especially in the 
<@ht of esues published since the occasion

THE LIMITATIONS OF UNIONS 


The price which the worker gets 
for his labor power !s closely assocwsted 
with the cost of productiog of the com- 
modity. This labor power » itself a 
product of labor, as it requires a certain 
amount of food, clothes, and housing to 
mamtaion it m a marketable condition 
As every brand of lsbor Sower deeds 
must pomess a coosderable degree of 
ckill, the expense of thu rainy be 
comes embodied in the value 
product Also, to enmure a Satins 
and ample mpply of labor power, the 
big slaves must keep on producing little 
slaves to take them places when thet 
years of usefulness have ended, and the 
expense of rating these recruits sets 
entangled in the coet of producing labor 
power. 

When this worker commodity 
reaches the market :¢ becomes subject 
to the same L-ws that govern the pur- 
chase and ale of oats, brick, or maca- 
ronk If the supply i small and the de- 
mand big, then, wages are certain to 
soar above the bare cost of mbastence. 
This condition, however, ssidom 
obtaina The market ts invanabiy giutted 
with anxious sellers, and by 10 means 
over popalated with buyers Thu piight 
keeps the price of labor power mm a 
chronically submerged state, 

In auch a contingency it is natural 
to expect that the peddier of labor 
power should consider them interests 
enhanced by meeting the bosses wog- 
gether instead of separately. In ths 
manner they can wield a ciub over the 
buyers head, by threatenmg him with 
the strike, boycott, or “go dow’ policy 
and, by means of these formidable 
means of persuasion, attempt to get 
better wages, less hours and more favor- 
able conditions around the job,
